SYDNEY. Saturday. June 3.—The
crew of the gteamer Wiltshire on a
reef off New Zealand hag been res-
cued following night ang day ef-
orts by blue jackets from the Brit-
sh cruiser Philomel Altogether
103 men were taken off the vessel,
which was pounding to pieces un-
der tha heavy surf.
